America forgets its war jitters; Capone comes out; Churchill 


Last week Washington nerves were calm enough to 
let Secretary of State Hull roll off to a Georgia resort, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau to an Arizona 
ranch and President Roosevelt to a three-week 
travel-rest including stops at Hyde Park and his reg- 
ular Thanksgiving visit to Warm Springs. Other 
striking proof that the nation has recovered from its 
keep-out-of-war hysteria of two months ago was the 
reception of a speech 
made before the Academy 
of Political Science in New 
York on Nov. 16 by 
Thomas W. Lamont, 
spokesman-partner of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. Had 
he made the same speech 
in mid-September, the na- 
tion’s isolationist Senators 
and editors would indubi- 
tably have screamed to 
high heaven that the 
House of Morgan was once again plotting to get 
America into war. Last week not a hair was turned 
when Mr. Lamont, approaching his main argument 
that “America’s role is clearly not to enter the war 
but to make a great and valuable contribution to the 
peace,” castigated the “strange creatures of the un- 
derseaworld of society” who now rule Germany and 
acknowledged the unquestioned fact that most 
‘cans want Britain and France to win the war. 


Roosevelt Court. With the death of Associate Justice 
Pierce Butler on Nov, 16, there came to President 
Roosevelt the opportunity to make his fifth appoint- 
ment to the U. S. Supreme Court, thus finally assu 
ing what he fought for so disastrously in 193'

‘The Attorney 
General, it was told, returned to the Department 
‘one evening for some night work, was stopped hy a 
new guard who barked: “You can’t come in here.”

War Aims. As the last flower was placed on the grave 
of the stillborn Dutch-Belgian peace offer, the bellig- 
crents, while disagreeing on the advisability of peace, 
agreed on the advisability of making a play for neu- 
tral opinion by restating their “war aims.” Said King 
George: “My peoples are fighting to secure that Eu- 
rope may be redeemed ‘from perpetually recurring 
fear of German aggress id President Lebrun 
of France: “Peace can be established only by repara- 
tion of injustices which force has imposed on Austr 
Czechoslovakia and Poland.” 

If France committed itself in more detail than 
Britain, any belief that the Entente was slightly out- 
int was soon checked by the announcement that 
the Allies would pool their economic resources and 
buy war supplies abroad through a joint commission. 

One English voice, however, which was more con- 
cerned with winning the war than worrying academ- 
ically about peace was Winston Churchill's. The First 
Lord of the Admiralty called Hitler “a cornered ma- 
niac,” was the first Allied spokesman to talk about 
“Huns” and dared Germany to attack. “Winnie's” 
challenge enraged the German press which once again 
warned that Germany “would show the British what, 
war means.” Then for the first time the Germans ad- 
mitted that their No. 1 war aim was “thedestructionof 
the British Empire,” not merely the defeat of England. 


Finnish Finish. Last week in Cleveland, Abe Pickus, 
normally president of a local oil company but in 
times of crisis self-appointed telephone ambassador 
of peace, phoned Eljas Erkko, Finland's Foreign 
ster at a cost of $29.75. “Mr. Erkko,” said Mr. 
Pickus, “if Finland doesn’t co-operate with Russia,

she will have the same ex- 
perience as Poland.” 

Mr. Pickus’ advice went 
unheeded. That day For~ 
cign Minister Erkko an- 
nounced that the month- 
old Finnish-Russian nego- 
tiations had been suspend 
ed. Finland would not hand 
over the military bases and 
territory that Russia de= 
manded. 

Reports then spread 
that Russia would establish an economic blockade of 
Finnish ports with the help of the German Navy.

Ww alin made peace with Hitler, touched off a world war and sent 
conquering armies into Poland, many a political guesser guessed that 
that would drive the U. 8. Communist Party underground, Last week 
the Party, though scarcely America’s best-loved organized group, was 
still aboveground and very much in the headlines. Earl Browder’s at- 
tacks on the New Deal and the Pope, his talk of a “quick transition to so- 
cialism”” brought verbal shrapnel flying from all directions except Moscow. 
America’s most vehement reaction to the new Party line took place 
joy. 9 when National Chairman William Zebulon Foster addressed 1,500 
followers meeting in Detroit’s Finnish Hall to celebrate the 2nd Anni- 
versary of the Soviet Union, In the street outside, a picket line formed, 
composed of Legionnaires, Veterans of Foreign Wars and Jewish War 
Veterans. The line never grew beyond 112 marchers, but soon other 
men, wearing veterans’ insignia, drifted up to the hall till close to 1,500 
stood ready and truculent. Some one threw a rock through a window. 

When the Communists emerged, the crowd closed in on them. Fists 
and clubs we Red heads bled.

THE CASES OF 
DR. GONZALES 


16,000 CORPSES A YEAR KEEP MEDICAL 
EXAMINER BUSY SEARCHING FOR MURDER 
by FRANCIS SILL WICKWARE 


Ihen in the City of New York any person shall die by criminal 

violence or by casualty or by suicide or suddenly when in 
apparent good health or when unattended by a physician or in 
prison or in any suspicious or unusual manner, the officer in charge 
of the station house in the police precinct in which said person 
died shall immediately notify the Office of the Chief Medical 
Examiner of the known facts concerning the time, place and 
circumstances of such death." 

The quotation is from Section 1571 of the New York City 
Charter, and of the city’s annual 75,000 deaths—equal to a pop- 
ulation exceeded by only 117 U.S. cities—it places about 16,000 
within the jurisdiction of the Chief Medical Examiner. The C. 
M.E.’s primary responsibility is determining the cause of death, 
by autopsy when necessary, and his decisions are so crucial chat 
thé police are forbidden to touch a dead body or disturb the scene 
of death until he or one of his staff has made an investigation. 
Ic is up to the Medical Examiner co spot murder in an apparently 
peaceful death, co tell when a greedy suicide has trumped up an 
artificial murder to collect double indemnity on insurance, to 
determine whether the driver was probably at fault in an auto- 
mobile homicide case, or whether the defunct pedestrian was 
drunk and careless. For in addition to establishing death causes, 
the Medical Examiner does a vast amount of erudite detective ‘ 
work, moving against a background of corpses, microscopes, Dr. Gonzales, in the Morgue's autopsy room, uses a heavy, scalpel-sharp butcher knife for inci+ 
stains on clothing, scraps of flesh under fingernails, bits of hair, sions. On the opposite page he is silhouetted against his office door. Below: he confers 
blood, poison, post-mortem fingerprints, “blunt instruments" 
and the autopsy tables and the iceboxes in the Morgue. He 
trails no fugitives and makes no arrests, and his office is inde- 
pendent of the Police Department, but it is one of the most 
effective law-enforcement agencies in the city, at least in that 
most melodramatic and perilous sector of crime which involves 
the murdered corpse. 

Last year the Chief Medical Examiner and his staff autopsied 
over 4,000 of the 16,000 cases Which the office handled. In 1938 
no one died by “‘falling from a haylofe’’ or “falling from a 
stretcher” or “being crushed in a cement mixer’’—notable de- 
mises of 1937—but one fatality resulted from “*being kicked by 
a child” and another from “being struck by a revolving door.”” 
Eight New Yorkers drowned in their bathtubs last year and more 
than 1,300 were killed by falling down. There were 294 homicides 
(a drop of 56 from 1937), two-thirds of them accomplished by 
shooting or stabbing. More than 7 women died during or after 
criminal abortions, and for reasons which no one in the C. M. E.'s 
office pretends to understand, an abnormally high percentage of 
the victims were named Dolores. A thousand persons were killed 
in highway accidents of all kinds, including collisions. More 
than 200 people burned to death, three were struck by lightning, 
eleven died from heat exposure, and there were more than 700 
cases of accidental poisoning. Suicides occurred at the rate of 
approximately 110 per month, with illuminating gas the lethal 
agent in well over a third of all cases, followed by hanging, de- 
fenestration, shooting and slashing, in that order. In 1938, as 
usual, the male suicide rate ran better than two-to-one ahead of 
the female, and—again as usual—marricd people of both scxcs 
killed themselves more than twice as frequently as single persons. 
Ie is noteworthy that while only a very small percentage of wom- 
en chose shooting, hanging or wrist cutting, more women than 
men jumped from buildings and employed poison.

DR. GONZALES (continued) 


So much for the grist that flows through the New York Medical 
Examiner's mill. Each borough in the city has an M. E. office and 
a morgue, but all cases are cleared through the Manhattan head- 
quarters on Worth Strect. The personnel includes 17 assistant med- 
ical examiners who are paid $4,500 per year. Above them come 
two deputy chief examiners at $3,000, and at the apex of the littl: 
group of necrophiles stands the portly, well-tailored figure of Dr. 
Thomas A. Gonzales, Chief Medical Examiner of the City of New 
York, who receives $8,000. Dr. Gonzales is now 61 and has been 
in the Medical Examiner's office since 1918, during which time he 
has performed at least 7,000 autopsies. He is recognized as one of 
the most erudite medical scientists in the U. S., and in addition to 
belonging to six learned societies in New York, he is professor of 
forensic medicine at New York University. 

Dr. Gonzales is elegantly dressed and elegantly spoken, and he 
would be the last man on earth to refer to the Morgue hearse as 
a “meat wagon” or to a corpse as a “‘stiff."” But he does call the 
Morgue the “Country Club” and, since he dislikes ambulance chasers 
worse than murderers, he has posted a cartoon showing a doctor pecr- 
ing into an ambulance and saying: “One of you lawyers will have 
to get out and make room for the patient.” Off duty Dr. Gonzales 
sleeps well withour dreaming, enjoys his victuals and states that he 
likes fishing, amateur photography (especially sunsets and moonlight 
scenes) and playing with Thomas Arthur Gonzales III, his grandson, 

A certain amount of intuition is part of the job of Dr. Gonzales 
and the boys, but mainly the job calls for the application of special- 
ized technical knowledge. First of all a competent physician and 
surgeon, the M.E, must be an accomplished autopsist, He must be 
familiar with powder burns, bullet wounds and ballistics in general, 
even though actual matching of bullets to gun barrels is handled 
by the police ballistics laboratory. He must be able to perform all 
the complicated tests for bloodstains and other marks. He must be 
something of a botanist, in order co identify seeds, fibers and dust 
found in the clothing or on the bodies of cadavers, must have know!- 
edge of aquatic growths to assist in making verdicts in drowning 
cases, and must be an entomologist able co estimate the post-mortem 
interval by insect infestation of old corpses. In addition the medical 
examiner must have a thorough practical understanding of forensic 
medicine—that area of elision between medicine and the law—and 
he perforce develops into an expert courtroom witness. 

But the most vital thing he learns is that he must take nothing 
for granted. Called out to examine an unmarked corpse, apparently 
peacefully dead, he must always remember that a deep stab wound 
in the skull or heart can leave an almost invisible surface scratch, 
that strangulation can be accomplished without a single bruise, but 
that autopsy will reveal the almost inevitable hemorrhage or crush- 
ing of the tiny hyoid bone in the throat, and that a majority of poi- 
sonings can be made to look like heart disease or some other natural 
death. Sometimes it is useful gently to compress the lungs or stom- 
ach of a corpse, and sometimes from the lips will issue the "odor of 
bitter almonds” beloved by detective novelists, in which case the 
medical examiner orders the body to the Morgue where the vital 
organs will be removed and tested for cyanide of potassium or hydro- 
cyanic acid. Again, the pinkish mottling of post-mortem lividity 
is almost sure proof of carbon-monoxide poisoning, while a “*floater’’ 
pulled out of the river may represent a legitimate drowning case 
and then again may not. An autopsy will reveal whether water is 
present in the bronchi and stomach; if so, the drowning is bonafide, 
but otherwise it means that the corpse was a corpse before it struck 
the water, for dead men do not breathe.

tached to Bellevue Hospital. He arrives about nine and with scalpel 
in hand, devotes several hours to autopsies. It rakes about an hour 
and a half to perform a complete autopsy (the only kind that Dr. 
Gonzales will perform) and the staff averages ten or twelve a day. 
The operation starts at the head. Most of the scalp is pecled back; 
the top of the skull is sawed off and the brain examined. Next an 
incision is made at the base of the throat "from the suprasternal 
notch to the symphysis pubis"’—in lay words, straight down from 
throat through abdomen, Vital organs areremoved and examined and 
various tests may be made, some being highly complicated and some 
as simple as the immersion in water of the lungs of newborn or still- 
born infants to determine whether they were born dead or whether 
they breathed before dying, a crucial point in infanticide cases, 


Concealing the marks of an autopsy 


The marks of the autopsy can be pretty well concealed and, for 
women who are to be buried in evening dresses and sailors to be 
interred in open-throat jackets, the medical examiners are especially 
solicitous. Instead of making the regular vertical incision, which 
would show on the chest, the cut branches at the lower end of 
the breastbone and is extended to armpits so as to be hidden by 
clothing, Extreme care is also taken to return a full complement of 
organs to each body except those which may be retained by law for 
further investigation, since the Medical Examiner's office is vul- 
nerable to suits by relatives who sometimes claim that autopsies 
were performed without due legal cause, or that the operation 
resulted in mutilation of the deceased. 

Miscellaneous medical-examiner lore includes the fact that a body 
will remain in good condition for two or three days if left in a cool, 
ventilated room but, if clothed and in a hot, airless place, the 
corpse decomposes badly within 24 hours. Fat persons go to pieces 
far more rapidly than thin ones, and habitual drunkards have about 
the worst post-mortem staying powers. The brain of every normal 
human being contains an amount of ethyl alcohol but, as Dr. Gon- 
zales remarks, “‘alcohol is not a good preservative internally.” Ic is 
significane chat more than a third of all the victims of auto accidents, 
homicides and suicides passing through his office are found to have 
been intoxicated at the time of death. 

Dr. Gonzales sneers and snorts whenever he hears of someone fixing 
the time of a death at ‘18 minutes past three” or other exact time, 
because he knows it is impossible to do more than approximate the 
post-mortem interval. Rigor mortis—the stiffening of muscles caused 
by an acid reaction in the body—sets in from one to seven hours after 
death, lasts one to five days, and disappears when the body under- 
goes another chemical change from acid to alkaline. Rigor mortis 
helps in determining the time of death within a few hours, but there 
is no stop-watch method of establishing the precise minute. Another 
great popular myth is that hair, beard and fingernails grow for a 
time after death. What actually happens is that the skin contracts 
somewhat, giving the illusion of post-mortem growth. However, 
it is a fact that the body does not die all at once. In experiments it 
has been possible to remove a section of tissue soon after a person's 
death and observe its oxygen consumption in a calorimeter. And the 
heart or portions of it may continue to beat even after a decapitation. 

Toward his work, Dr. Gonzales has developed an attitude of light- 
heartedness which prevents him from doing too much neurotic 
brooding. A corpse is a corpse, and as former Chief Medical Exam- 
iner Charles G. Norris once remarked to a rookie cop who fainted on 
seeing a dead person for the first time: “"There’s nothing safer than a 
dead man.”” This is not quite true, for more than one medical exam- 
iner has been infected in the course of autopsy work by the deadly

bacteria of cholera, bubonic plague, diphtheria, anthrax, and a num- 
ber of other diseases can be readily contracted from the deceased hosts 
of the bacteria responsible for these discases. 

But these hazards do not oppress Dr. Gonzales any more than the 
disagreeable sights he has to witness dozens of times a week. He is 
not given to jesting about death, certainly, but neither is he pontif- 
ical about it, and he can extract a good deal of quict amusement 
from such rococo items as the Case of the Bungled Suicide. This 
occurred a good time ago but is still considered a classic around the 
Morgue. A man started to kill himself by slashing his wrists. He 
bled and waited and waited and bled, but failed to lose conscious- 
ness. This grew tedious and he cut his throat with a knife. Still 
nothing happened and in a last desperate gesture he took off his belt 
and attempted co hang himself from a gas chandelier. The weight of 
the man's body yanked the chandelier out of the ceiling and broke 
the gas connections, with the result that he died of gas poisoning. 
The medical examiner had a pretty job trying to establish the se- 
quence of events in the case, but the cause of death was easy. Carbon 
monoxide was found in the blood, which meant that the man was 
alive and breathing when the chandelier came down. 

Dr. Gonzales recalls another monoxide poisoning—the Case of the 
Lethal Pork Chops—in which four persons sat down to a dinner of 
pork chops in a boardinghouse and became violently ill in the mid- 
dle of the meal. One died on the spor, two were rushed to the hospi- 
tal, while another went out for a walk around the block and felt fine, 
The police at once arrested the butcher who supplied the pork chops 
and clapped him in jail, while the hospital treated the other two 
patients for food poisoning. Then came the verdict from the autopsy 
table: monoxide. The boardinghouse was pretty well demolished 
in the search for the leak, and the hospital changed its treaements 
just in time to save the two who had been wrongly diagnosed. 
Anytime the medical examiners hear of two or three people dying 
in one place, they suspect monoxide, and nearly always they are right. 

Looking back over a couple of thousand murders, more ot less, 
Dr. Gonzales supposes that the Case of the Charred Derelict gave 
him more satisfaction than any other, mainly because it had so many 
angles. The beginning was a call from the police, stating that a body 
burned beyond recognition had been found in a vacant lot in the 
ultra-tough San Juan Hill district on west-side Manhattan. Police 
surmised that the deceased was one of a group of derelicts who 
habitually congregated in the lot, and that he had been drunk and 
fallen into their campfire. An assistant medical examiner made a 
routine visit to the site and found a blackened, desiccated corpse 
lying in a pile of ashes. The features had been obliterated entirely 
and the legs had nearly burned through at the knees. Offhand it 
looked as though the police had a likely hypothesis but the body 
was taken to the Morgue and autopsied, with Dr. Gonzales officiac- 
ing. “‘I guessed it was murder when I found a ewo-inch strip of bur- 
lap sacking stuck to the chest,” he recalls. ““I wasn't surprised when 
we opened the bronchi and found they were clean. That meant the 
fellow was dead before getting into the fire because otherwise soot 
would have collected in the bronchi. Furthermore, we managed to 
squeeze a few drops of blood out of his heart and tested them for car- 
boa monoxide. The test was negative. If a person dies in a conflagra- 
tion, he inhales carbon monoxide caused by incomplete combustion. 
If the fellow had fallen into the fire accidentally, he would have been 
breathing and, if he had been breathing, he would have absorbed mon- 
oxide into the blood. However, the blood did show a two-plus 
concentration of alcohol. The man was drunk at the time of death,

Examination of what was left of the skull showed a laceration 
behind one ear, and underneath this was a depressed compound frac- 
ture caused by a blow from some “blunt instrument," resulting in a 
cerebral hemorrhage. Saw cuts on the charred bones clearly indi- 
cated an attempt at dismemberment, and dovetailed with the scrap 
of burlap sacking. 

The autopsy proved murder, and it was easy enough to visualize 
the crime, but without identification the police were helpless. So 
Dr. Gonzales took another look at the roasted body on the table. 
He located a few shriveled hairs and, under the microscope, these 
revealed Negroid characteristics, being kinky and of variablecaliber. 
He then measured the leg bones and spine to the smallest fraction, cal- 
culated that the Negro in life had been 5 ft. 5 in. tall. Next he took 
X-rays of the upper humerus and fixed the man’s age at about 27, 
since the epiphyseal cartilage which is present in the bone during the 
first quarter-century of life had nearly disappeared. And the struc- 
ture of the jaws indicated that the deceased had had buck teeth. 

Police investigation, on the strength of Dr. Gonzales’ findings, 
checked with the autopsy in every respect. A buck-toothed Negro, 
27 years old and 5 ft. 5 in, tall had been murdered in the house of 
an itinerant Negro preacher, following a quarrel over money. In 
the preacher's house were found a section of lead pipe—the “blunt 
instrument'’"—and a knife and saw which had been used for the pur- 
pose of cutting up the victim. Blood was present on these tools, 
and by the precipitin test proved chat it was human. But no great 
amount of sleuthing was necessary to prove the preacher's guilt, for 
he had hung all his victim's garments out in the back yard to dry 
after attempting to wash the stains out of them. He readily confessed 
and was convicted, 


The Case of the Unattractive Wife 


There is a vircually unlimited assortment of cases in which the 
medical examiner has played a decisive role, cither in making iden- 
tifications enabling the police to get their man, or in definitely 
connecting a given corpse with a given murderer. In the Case of the 
Unattractive Wife, a philandering husband murdered his mate, bur- 
ied her in lime, sent himself faked telegrams and letters to cover up 
het absence. Months later her body was discovered, so badly decom- 
posed that police could make no identification although they were 
positive the husband had committed the crime. But the medical ex- 
aminer opened the woman's stomach and found remnants of oranges, 
almonds, raisins and cherries. The last time she had been scen alive 
was at a party where she ate oranges, almonds, raisins and cherries. 

Then there are the cases in which evidence secured by the medical 
examiner has proved the innocence of persons trapped by circum- 
stances. One of the most dramatic was the Case of the Befuddled 
Longshoreman, which occurred during the regime of Dr. Charles 
Norris, Dr. Gonzales’ predecessor. A longshoreman was arrested on 
the Brooklyn waterfront one morning while tossing a suspicious- 
looking bundle into the river. At his residence police found the 
dismembered, decapitated torso of a woman, with the arms and legs 
missing, but with the severed head lying near the body. Confronted 
with this, the longshoreman broke down and confessed that he had 
murdered the woman, chopped her up, thrown the limbs into the 
river and had been preparing to dispose of the rest of the body. But 
when the medical examiner arrived, he noticed things which made 
him wonder. One look at the body told him that the woman had 
died from carbon monoxide, and monoxide is an exceedingly rare 
weapon of homicide.

would accept this diagnosis, and the longshoreman was tried for 
first-degree murder. Buc the stubborn fact of monoxide poisoning 
remained, and with patience and long effort the medical examiner 
reconstructed the death. The longshoreman and the woman had 
started a drinking bout in a stuffy kitchen heated by a stove. Both 
had become stupefied by alcohol and by the concentration of monox- 
ide which accumulated in the unventilaced kitchen, When the long- 
shoreman woke up in the morning he found the woman dead, and, 
remembering nothing, he assumed that he had killed her. All this 
was successfully demonstrated to the jury, and the man was acquit- 
ted of the murder charge, but immediately thereafter he was sent 
to jail for three years for "disposing of a dead body in an irregular 
manner’’—a violation of the Sanitary Code. 

The toral budget of Dr. Gonzales’ office runs to only $170,000 per 
year, and for thar sum the people of New York receive what is 
probably the most competent medical-examiner service in the world. 
Various cities in Europe have established similar institutions, and 
in the United States, Boston, Essex County, N. J., New York, 
very few other places support the medical-examiner system. 
where all medicolegal investigation of suspicious deaths depends 
upon the energy and knowledge of the coroner, who may of may 
not be even a physician, and who almost never possesses the equip- 
ment and staff necessary to perform the difficult tests required in 
so many cases. Whereas the medical-examiner personnel in New 
York is under the civil service, the coronet’s office is elective, and 
qualifications vary from State to State, or are nonexistent. In any 
case the performance of coroners in. general is ridiculous beside the 
scientific procedures of Dr. Gonzales and assistants. Confronted with 
a corpse, the coroner makes a visual, horse-sense investigation, sum- 
mons a jury of laymen in doubtful cases and holds an inquest to de- 
termine the cause of death. Abuses are widespread and, in New York 
City prior to theestablishment of the medical examiner office in 1915, 
it is related that at one time the coroners of Brooklyn and Queens 
used to engage in competition over “floaters” sighted in Newtown 
Creck which marks the boundary between the two boroughs. Each 
inquest meant a fee of $11.50 for the coroner, and the rivals hired 
small boys with rowboats to tow corpses to one shore or the other. 

Even today, Dr. Gonzales admits, and even in New York, it is 
quite possible to commit murder and get away with it. In many 
deaths by automobile, the driver is suspected of criminal intent, but 
traffic-murder cases seldom bring convictions. The abortion racket, 
too, is so secure in New York that it is almost impossible to get 
indictments in abortion cases. 

So there is frustration in Dr. Gonzales’ life if he cares to look at 
it that way, but he is primarily a fact-finder and, should the courts 
choose to ignore his findings, so much the worse for the community. 
Meanwhile he makes his incisions, sniffs his poisons, measures his 
bones and preserves his bland attitude toward death in the city. And 
if you have a few minutes to spare he will take time off to describe 
the clever work of the medical examiner in the Case of the Roasted 
Undertaker.

'o see a true eclipse of the sun, astronomers will travel 

halfway round the world and spend weeks setting up 
delicate instruments for a minute's observation. For only 
when the moon blots out the sun can the faint ghostly 
halo of the sun’s corona and the solar prominences be 
seen directly. From them astronomers get useful clues 
to the composition and atmosphere of the sun. 

Because changes in the sun cause disturbances in radio 
transmission, Bell Telephone Laboratories are as eager 
for information about the corona and prominences as 
astronomers. Therefore, they have devised a way of mak- 
ing artificial eclipses with the device shown above. 


The “coronaviser,” invented by Dr. A. M. Skellett, 
is a combination of a telescope and a television ma- 
chine. The telescope is focused on the sun, but the bright 
image of the sun’s disc is deflected by a mirror, The 
remaining image is projected, as in the picture above. 
The sun is blacked out but the corona and prominences 
are still lost in the glare surrounding the sun. This im- 
age is then scanned by a mirror that rotates in spirals, 
and the steady glare is blacked out electrically. The fi- 
nal image is reproduced on a cathode-ray tube, like a tele- 
vision signal. ‘The artificial eclipse so produced can then 
be photographed, as on page 78, or studied at leisure.
